The white boy, in a black sports 
shirt and cap, stepped out of a 
crowd of white students and | 
walked in after the lone Negro 
boy. 
He turned and made a remark 
to the other whité students. Then 
he disappeared through the door 
behind the Negro, but stayed in

er behind him, he came rushing 
back out. He complained to a cap- 


tain, but the captain walked off | 


and left him.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 11 (?—The 
Air Force fired an apparently 
highly successful test of its Thor 
intermediate-range ballistic mis- 
sile today from the Florida prov- 
ing ground. 

Nnofficial reports said the Thor 
took to the air cleanly, zoomed 
high above the stratosphere and 
landed several hundred miles be- 
yond the “programmed” 1,500- 
mile range for intermediate mis- 
siles. 


RANGE TEST 


This suggested that the firing 
was intended to test range, with- 
out any effort to drop the missile 
on a specific target area far out 
in the Atlantic Ocean.

To Experience F righttul Dreams

A few months after Eve White 
obtained her divorce, Jane re- 
ported on a social experience of 
her own which seemed now to 
be growing in importance to her.

I noticed first of 
all that he was dressed different- 
ly, and the realization came to 
me that he was a man. I then 
realized that I knew no basic 
facts about 
where I lived, who I was, etc. 

“Later, I was told that he was 
Dr. Thigpen. When he asked me 
my name, I said Jane. And so 
I became Jane. I don’t mind peo- 
ple calling me Eve, when I’m 
out, as I did at first. 

“T’ve begun to feel despondent 
much of the time. It seems to be 
a mood I can’t shake. I wonder 
if confusion can contribute to 
one’s gains. . . . My enthusiasm 
is often misinterpreted. I seek 
opportunity, but seem to make 
little or no progress. 

“I wonder if Eve White has ex- 
perienced such periods when her 
powers of concentration were dis- 
turbed; perhaps diverted is a bet- 
ter word for it.

ences entirely novel to her. For 
the first time in her brief span 
of being, she now complained of 
severe headaches, of weird and 
terrifying nightmares. She re- 
peatedly expressed fear: 

“Double darkness must have 
covered Eve White’s face as the 
distressing nature of her true ill- 
ness became revealed to her. It 
must have pounded in her brain 
with the impact of terror. 

“I feel this because for the 
first time I am _ experiencing 
some of the really blinding pains 
of the headaches she has de- 
scribed.

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Sputnik Diplomacy 
Vs. Budget Politics 


Just in case there may have been 
lingering doubts in anybody’s mind about 
why the Soviet Union already has not 
overrun Europe, Asia and Africa and 
possibly the Americas, they should have 
been erased by what has happened this 
week. 

Nikita Khrushchev, apparently sure 
that the Russians are ahead of us in de- 
veloping missiles to deliver hydrogen 
warheads anywhere in the world, has 
shown this country and the West that the 
only reason Russian armed aggression has 
been withheld has been the retaliatory 
power of the United States. 

Is that power still great enough to de- 
ter the Communists? That is the big ques- 
tion and the answer may not be long in 
coming. Khrushchev clearly indicates that 
the Russians intend to use their advan- 
tage and to attempt to cow the world with 
threats of “pitiless” missile destruction. 

In retrospect, U.S. policies have been 
weak and vacillating. For more than 
three years after World War II, this coun- 
try had a monopoly on the atomic bomb. 
And yet it was during those three years 
that America lost the peace while the 
Russians made their greatest gains. We 
refused to use the power we had to en- 
force a settlement. Today we are reaping 
the rewards of our retreat. 

The Russians obviously do not intend 
to be so kind. They are using their supe- 
riority in the missile field as their major 
political and diplomatic weapon. Will 
they also use it as a war weapon without 
giving the United States a chance to 
catch up? 

Nobody knows. But it is quite clear 
that this country faces the greatest dan- 
ger in its history. While Moscow has been 
playing “politics of the Sputnik,” the ad- 
ministration in Washington has been play- 
ing “politics of the budget.” 

Khrushchev again has proved that the 
only way we can escape war and certain 
destruction is to remain so strong that the 
Russians will not dare attack. How many 
times must we learn that lesson? 

Every resource of industry and science 
must be put to work immediately to over- 
come this Russian lead. There still may 
be time.

Georgia Supreme Court 


Rings Freedom’s Bell 


Georgia’s Supreme Court unanimously 
has declared the Griffin administration’s 
libel law to be unconstitutional, holding 
it to be class legislation. The case was 
on appeal from Columbus, Ga., and a suit 
filed, not in the newspaper’s home county 
of Muscogee, but in Stewart County. 

Since the case did not involve The 
Atlanta Constitution, this newspaper feels 
it can, in good taste, comment on the de- 
cision. ' 

Georgia’s Supreme Court long has 
been recognized as one of the most schol- 
arly and courageous in the entire coun- 
try. There is not a member of the court 
who has not had some national recogni- 
tion of his ability. Chief Justice W. H. 
Duckworth last year was president of the 
National Conference of Chief Justices, the 
highest recognition possible for a state 


court chief justice to receive at the hands | 


of his associates. Justice Lee B. Wyatt, 
who wrote the decision, was selected as 
one of the justices in the Nuremberg 
trials in Germany. 

It is not surprising that a court made 
up of men with such high qualifications 
should have established a national repu- 
tation as one of the great state courts in 
the nation, known for its ability ‘and in-

purpose of intimidation. That such a bill, 
born in spite and vindictiveness, is now 
declared illegal is a happy result for all 
the people of the state. 

Politicians who cannot control the 
printing of news which they feel does 
harm to their vote-getting ability, con- 
stantly seek means somehow to strike out 
at the papers merely for printing the 
news. There are greater examples. In 
the totalitarian countries all the dicta- 
tors, Stalin, Hitler, Mussolini and their 
lesser imitators, have first silenced the 
press and then made it print only favor- 
able articles. 

The newspapers of this state have nev- 
er sought any special privilege above 
those granted any other citizen. They do 
want the freedom to be watchdog on lo- 
cal and state governments, acting in be- 
half of the people who pay the taxes. 
They have no axes to grind, no special 
favors to seek. They try their human best 
to serve the legitimate, best interests of 
the state. 

That they should have the protection 
of the same laws accorded other citizens 
and business is gratifying. The Atlanta 
Constitution salutes the Columbus papers 
for their fight and joins every other citi- 
zen who believes in fair play in gratifica- 
tion over the court’s unanimous decision.

Valdosta Seeks Relief 


From Revenue Problem 


The Valdosta City Council unani- 
mously has adopted a resolution request- 
ing the Georgia Municipal Assn. to work 
for legislation, which would allow cities 
to levy their own sales tax. 

The action, of course, once more points 
up the financial plight of growing Geor- 
gia cities. It also illustrates the prob- 
lem of these cities in finding sources of 
revenue to carry on municipal services. 

We have pointed out here many times 
that while the state always is complain- 
ing about Washington’s usurping of tax 
sources as well as invasions of state func- 
tions, the state itself has done the same 
to cities without bothering to return value 
received in services. The result has been 
reflected in vast increases in municipal 
debt and demands for services which ex- 
ceed revenues. 

Georgia cities are not alone in this 
crisis, Municipalities all over the land, 
neglected by state governments, thus are 
turning increasingly to Washington for 
handouts and relief. But Georgia is unique 
in that it restricts the power of cities to 
levy taxes. They must rely almost ex- 
clusively on property taxes and eventu- 
ally these can become confiscatory. 

Whether or not Valdosta has the right 
idea about a sales tax, cities do need 
relief. The General Assembly sooner or 
later must lift present restrictions on tax 
sources and provide more services from 
taxes paid by urban dwellers. The pres- 
ent situation is unrealistic and unfair and 
becomes more so every year.

Let’s Give Bootleggers 
The Lottery Treatment 


Deep inroads made into the lottery 
racket here recently illustrate the results 
that can be attained from intensive law 
enforcement on a cooperative area basis. 

The Metropolitan Atlanta Lottery 
Squad has struck hard and effectively to 
reduce the bug racket to its lowest level in 
some time. 

But as Ald. Ed Gilliam has mentioned, 
there are complaints that the heat applied 
to lottery has driven some of its former 
hirelings into bootlegging. That, too, can 
be throttled. 

The lottery squad cannot afford to turn 
its back on its main objective. And Lt. 
W. M. Cox, head of the group, has pointed 
out that the squad will concentrate on lot- 
tery but also will enforce all laws. 

In the latter connection, let’s have 
more area-wide emphasis on curbing il- 
legal liquor activities. Bootleggers al- 
ready are hurting from the drying up of 
their sugar supplies and from crackdowns 
by federal, state and local law enforce- 
ment officers. _ | 

The time is ripe to move in with all- 
out pressure. 

If it takes additional personnel for the 
area lottery squad to apply a hammer 
lock to the moonshine business, they 
should be so assigned. Or if it takes a 
separate area-wide squad to do the job, 
let’s have it. 

The same tight squeeze that has been 
applied to the lottery racket can be 


clamped upon the moonshiners provided 


all the area law-enforcement agencies will 
work together.

Other members of Congress 
from the South had demanded full 
information and Brucker said cop- 
jes of his letter to Russell also 
would go to them.

Byrd ‘D-Va), 
a member of Russell’s commit- 
tee. Byrd said a week ago that 
Brucker had rejected his request 
for information. 


At that time, Brucker wrote 
Byrd that release of the requested 
document was governed by Presi- 
dent Eisenhower's order of May 
17, 1954, in the Army-McCarthy 
hearings. In that order, the Presi- 
dent forbade disclosures to Con- 
gress of internal communications 
within the executive department. 


DETAILS RELEASED 


Brucker wrote Russell that he 
had now decided to release the 
details, ‘“‘since it would appear 
that they are no longer likely to 
exacerbate the current situation 
in Little Rock.” 


Russell had asked for “‘a copy 
of the directive alerting Army 
units throughout the South for pos- 
sible use in other school integra- 
tion cases.” 


Brucker replied that, ‘“‘No alert 
directive, as that term is under- 
stood in military terminology, has 
ever been issued for the purpose 
réferred to in your request.” 


However, he said, Taylor sent 
the following message to Gen. 
Willard G. Wyman, continental 
Army commander, with headquar- 
ters at Ft. Monroe, Va.: 


“1. As a precautionary measure

“2. Above units should initiate 
promptly suitable training pro- 
grams under FM 19-25 and pre- 
pare plans for both air and motor 
movement.

GAINESVILLE, Fla., Oct. 11—A former Spalding County, Geor- 


gia, sheriff, once convicted of a federal liquor violation, was charged 


with murder Friday in the shotgun slaying of a Gainesville, Fia., 


peanut salesman. 


Spalding ex-Sheriff Jesse Dan- 
iel Posey was ordered bound 
over to the Alachua County grand 
jury after he told a coroner’s 
jury he shot to death Merlin L. 
Thomas at the Posey home Tues- 
day. 

Posey’s bond was set at $5,000. 
The ex-lawman also faces a 
charge of illegal possession of 
moonshine whisky. He was ar- 
rested Oct. 2 in a wooded area 
near Gainesville in a surprise 
raid on a liquor still. Arrested 
with him were three other men, 
including another ex-convict. 

Posey was free on bond in the 
liquor case when the shooting 
occurred. 

Posey resigned as Spalding 
County’ sheriff in 1950 after a 
Spalding grand jury recommend- 
ed that he be removed from 
office by the governor of Geor- 
gia. He was under a federal 


liquor indictment at the time of 
his resignation. 

Convicted on the liquor charge, 
Posey served a year in a Florida 
federal prison before moving to 
Gainesville with his wife and 


‘|daughter, Dorothy, June 20. 


Posey, his wife and daughter 
all testified Friday that Thomas, 
37, was shot to death after Posey 
ordered him to halt and state his 
name and business in the Posey 
front yard. 

The three said they spotted 
Thomas with two other men ad- 
vancing on the Posey farmhouse. 
Posey testified he got his shot- 
gun and went outside to meet the 
three. 

He said the three men refused 
to halt or speak when ordered to. 
He said he shot Thomas when 
he advanced almost to  point- 
blank range.

Benson Calls 
Cotton Curb 
Vote Dec. 10 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 11 
Secretary of Agriculture Benson 
today announced terms of a cot- 
ton control program for 1958 and 
set Dec. 10 as the date for a 
referendum to get farmer ap- 
proval. 

Under the program, which is 
designed to prevent overproduc- 
tion, the secretary set the nation- 
al acreage planting allotment 
at 17,391,304 acres. This is the 
same acreage that was allotted 
under a similar program for 
cotton this year and last. 

The referendum will be held on 
the question of continuing rigid 
marketing quotas, which have 
been in effect since 1954. Approv- 
al by two-thirds of the growers 
voting is necessary to make the 
quotas operative. 

Quotas would limit sales by 
individual farms to the quantity 
produced on its allotted acres.

Missouri was the first state in this country to 
get into the Coturnix business. There, 
have a problem of vast grassland acreage, and 
bobwhites don’t especially like open range. Game 
officials contracted with one of their local breed- 
ers to import some of these birds from the East- 
ern world, and from this stock raise enough Co- 
turnix to try on a large-scale stocking basis, 
using lands where the native bobwhites could 
or would not thrive. 

A few of the birds, following the migration 
pattern of their ancestors, moved out, but the 
bulk of them stuck where they were planted.

At least one psychologist, Mi- 
chael F. Grapko of the Insti- 
tute of Child Study of the Uni- 
versity of Toronto, thinks a 
whole generation of parents 
has gone ga-ga. 

This is the generation that 
thinks security is four walls, 
four wheels, an English bike, a 
sucker after every whimper, 
and protecting one’s child from 
every vestige of disappointment 
or failure. 


IT TAKES YEARS 


Security, Prof. Grapko says, 
is something a child must build 
from within for himself over a 
period of many years. He de- 
fines it sharply as: 

“A state of mind which fs 
accompanied by a willingness 
to accept the consequences for 
one’s own decisions and ac- 
tions.” 

Writing in the institute’s bul- 
letin, he says that “in the 
training and early education of 
young children, it is manda- 
tory that the child face mis- 
takes and failures as an in- 
evitable part of learning. As a 
child strives for independence, 
he must accept a state of in- 
security.” 


3 DISTINCT PHASES 


Security, he says, has three 
distinct phases. It begins at 
birth with the tiny baby secure 
because of his mother. As he 
grows in ability and begins to 
feed himself and dress himself, 
he grows in self-confidence and 
into independent security. 
Achievement of mature secur- 
ity comes only when he is re- 
sponsible enough to accept the 
effects of his own decisions 
and actions. 

The popular contention, Prof. 
Grapko writes, is that mental 
health is conceived of as the 
struggle to minimize or avoid 
all insecurity. 

This, he says, is wrong. Men- 
tal health hinges on the devel- 
opment of “attitudes and prac- 
tices which promise skill and 
confidence in dealing with inse- 
curity.”” In short, such im- 
portant facets of character as 
courage and persistence and 
self-reliance. 

To say, in later life, 
so insecure” is the whiner’s 
way. Somewhere along the line 
some parent protected him so 
much, made so many excuses 
for him, or so shielded him 
from action on his own part, 
that he lost touch with self- 
confidence.

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Steel Chief Voices 


Optimism at Chipley 
Blough Sees Good Car e Yar, 
Isn’t Worried by Stock Dips

CHIPLEY, Oct. 11—U.S. Steel Corp.’s top official 
took time off from old-fashioned cane-pole fishing here 
Friday to predict “good mage nr a for bn 


year. 

He also said he “wouldn't get 
too perturbed” over current stock 
market declines, and that the 
segregation issue “‘hasn’t affected 
any of our (U.S. Steel’s) plans, 
and I’m sure it won't.” 

Roger Blough, “Big Steel's” 
board chairman, made these re- 
marks shortly after he and some 
19 other U.S. Steel directors ar- 
rived at Ida Cason Gardens for 
a weekend of business and pleas- 
ure. 

Asked by newsmen if his com- 
pany has any plans for expansion 
in the South, Blough said, “I 
have no specific plans to discuss 
at this time either north or 
south.” ° 


STOCK MARKET 


Turning to the stock market, 
Blough said, “I’m in the steel 
business, and don’t know any- 
thing about the stock market, but 
I wouldn’t get too perturbed 
about (the current decline.)” 


“We've had-such fluctuations 
before and I guess we always 
will.”’ 


Blough said his firm’s fourth- 
quarter order backlog from the 
auto industry is “better than for 
the third quarter, but less than 
expected.”” He expressed the be- 
lief, however, that a ‘“‘good year” 
apparently is in prospect for the 
auto industry in 1957, and that 
1958’s “‘ought to be at least as 
good as 1957’s.”’ 

Buttressing his remarks on the 
general economy, Blough noted 
that U.S. Steel—regarded as a 
bellwether in the U.S. economy 
—currently is operating at 80 
percent of capacity compared to 
72 percent in 1954. He said the 
firm will produce 115,000,000 tons 
of ingots this vear, only 2,000,000 
tons below 1955’s record. 

“What’s havpening now isn’t 
too unusual. Our first two quar- 
ters this year were good, and the 
third quarter was off some. But 
—well it’s (U.S. Steel’s business) 
really just good. There’s nothing 
to be too disturbed about.” 

Unable to attend the meeting 
here, hosted by U.S. Steel di- 
rector Cason J. Callaway, was 
Benjamin F. Fairless, retired 
board chairman of the company. 
Fairless, Blough said, ‘picked 
up a bug—my guess is that it was 
ordinary flu and not Asian— 
about a week ago. He was very 
anxious to come here but was 
uncomfortable and couldn’t make

Blough declined further com- 
ment of inflation issues uncov- 
ered in his recent appearance be- 
fore U.S. Senator Estes Kefauver’s 
Senate committee. He repeated, 
however, that Big Steel’s price in- 
crease was “‘a result, net a cause’”’ 
of inflation. 

He said labor costs of U.S. Steel 
had increased at the rate of eight 
per cent annually since 1940, and 
that total production costs have in- 
creased even more—8.7 per cent. 

Arriving by company plane at 
the LaGrange Airport, the visiting 
officials toured Callaway mills 
prior to gathering at the Gardens 
for luncheon at the clubhouse. Af- 
ternoon activities included the 
board meeting and a “fishing bee’”’ 
at Lake Florence, host Callaway’s 
private fishing reserve.
